COMMUNISTS PUSH STEADILY AHEAD 
AS REFUGEES POUR INTO SHANGHAI 


In one disastrous month China’s army had given up areas almost as large, in 
total, as California (map). The losses came on every front from Manchuria to 
deep central China. North of Peiping the creaking gates of China’s Great Wall 
were shoved open to let Manchuria’s conquerors through, and North China’s 
Nationalist corridor was compressed and shortened until its western outpost 
was only 200 miles inland from the Yellow Sea. But vital decisions were still to 
be made by the armies around Suchow and China waited on that battle. 

Nationalist troops, saved from Manchuria’s debacle, poured into Shanghai 
harbor by transport, dirty and somewhat overclothed in the dumpling-thick 
padded uniforms that were intended for warfare in frigid Manchuria. Soon they 
were moving again. Urban Chinese seeking transport to the safer and quieter 
countryside surged into Shanghai’s North Station like a tidal wave. Men shoved 
their wives, babies and belongings through train windows to get them inside. 
Many rode on top of coaches or on the coweatchers of locomotives. On one train 
four people were killed as it pulled out and six more were scraped off a coach 
roof passing under a bridge. Americans left hy plane or ship, and their exodus 
(p. 34) was more orderly. They were confident that their government, which 
had not succeeded in saving China, was still strong and at least would save them.

THE TAFT-HARTLEY ACT 


IT IS NO “SLAVE-LABOR” LAW, BUT THERE ARE GOOD REASONS FOR CHANGING IT 


During the past two weeks the A.F. of L. and 
the C.1.0. have been holding their annual con- 
ventions. Originally scheduled (before Nov. 2) 
as gloomy consolation parties, the meetings 
turned out to be festive celebrations over the 
coming demise of the hated Taft-Hartley Act. 
The celebrations may be premature; after all, 
the Southern Democrats have a swing vote in 
Congress, and it can be argued that Truman 
owes his election to a resurgent farm vote in 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota, not 
to a labor bloc that was unable to deliver Penn- 
sylvania, New York and Michigan. But Tru- 
man’s Secretary of Labor Maurice J. Tobin 
said after the election, “I think there’s a man- 
date for repeal of the law,” and neither the 
AF, of L. nor the C.I.0. will be disposed to let 
Mr. Tobin, Mr. Truman or Congress forget it. 

‘The congressional spokesmen for labor will, 
however, have an extremely difficult job in 
framing their specific objections to the Taft- 
Hartley law. It may be a bad law; certainly the 
argument can be made that the labor problem 
is not amenable to legislative solution. Lire 
would prefer to see, labor and management 
reach agreements without the intercession of 

overnment. But labor does not oppose the 

‘aft-Hartley Act on_ broadly eslesonbieal 
antistatist grounds. It just doesn’t like the law, 
and it says so in emotional, incoherent attacks 
that make use of such undescriptive phrases as 
“slave-labor bill.” 


No “Slavery” Here 


This slave-labor complaint has been fre- 
quently reiterated, but no one has ever suc- 
ceeded in documenting the charge with even 
faint plausibility, The ne compels no man to 
work against his will, It does not prohibit pri- 
mary strikes; it merely permits the federal gov- 
ernment to seek an injunction to postpone a 
strike for 80 days provided the health and wel- 
fare of the nation are threatened -by it. The 
union shop is permitted under the law if em- 
ployes want it, and even a close approximation 
of the formally banned closed shop has contin- 
ued to exist during the first 17 months of the 
act. As for the anti-Communist affidavit pro- 
ion, which requires labor leaders seeking 

National Labor Relations Board protection to 

swear they are not affiliated with the Commu- 
, nists, it may have hurt the amour-propre of 
the C.1.0.’s Phil Murray and the United Mine 

Workers’ John L. Lewis. But the affidavit as 

such has “‘enslaved” no one. Nor has the act’s 

prohibition of secondary boycotts and jurisdic- 
tional strikes forced any individual to keep on 
working for an employer if he wants to quit. 

If the slave-labor charge falls flat, then per- 
haps the leaders of labor can argue that the 

“cooling off” injunction provision of the act 

has kept labor from an effective use of the strike 

weapon. Well, it is true that there have been 
fewer strikes under the Taft-Hartley dispen- 
sation than there were during the last year of 
the Wagner Act. In 1946 there were5,000strikes 
involving 4,600,000 workers; during the first 
year of Taft-Hartley there were 2,800 strikes 

involving 1,500,000 workers. Yet labor as a 

whole has continued to get raises and more and 

more. “fringe benefits” even though it hasn’t 
struck as often as it has in the past. Compara- 
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tive strike figures are probably meaningless 
since many factors differ from year to year and 
social epoch to social epoch. But if the proof of 
the poling is in the pay check, the Taft-Hart- 
ley strike-postponement machinery hasn’t de- 
monstrably hurt the working man in 1948. 

How, then, can such a labor paper as the 
New Leader write that “labor ris ily viewed” 
the Taft-Hartley Act as a “highly destructive 
piece of legislation”? Why should the act make 
for “greater labor-management strife”? The 
New Leader offers no clue. But underneath the 
assertions of labor journalists, underneath the 
rhetoric of labor leaders denouncing the slave- 
labor bill, there is a real grievance. The truth is 
that labor as a whole doesn't particularly mind 
the Taft-Hartley Act as it has worked out dur- 
ing the present period of relatively full employ- 
ment. What it does fear is that the law might 
have a very different effect in a time of rising 
unemployment, when a loose labor market 
could conceivably enable management to take 
advantage of certain Taft-Hartley gimmicks 
to bust the unions. 

When solutions of labor-management prob- 
lems are sought through government interfer- 
ence, the whole subject is thrown immediately 
into the arena of naked warfare for control of 
the state. Under the Wagner Act labor more or 
less controlled the machinery of government as 
it applied to collective bargaining. The labor 
forces have lost this control under the Taft- 
Hartley law, which permits management more 
latitude in voicing its opinions and in hiring the 
pevsle it chooses to hire. In a tight labor mar- 

et such as exists at the moment, management 
would not—indeed, it cannot—make use of its 
enhanced position to dominate the collective- 
bargaining process. But in a loose labor market 
it could conceivably dominate the bargaining 
table by any number of legalistic devices. 


Who Is to Define? 


Take the strike-postponement injunction pro- 
vision as it applies to the “health” or the “wel- 
fare” of the nation, for example. Is it unheal- 
thier for a nation to have its miners disaf- 
fected or to have its cities go through a spell 
of shivering? Is economic injustice to sailors a 
matter of less import to the general welfare 
than the delivery of Marshall Plan machinery 
to England? These are issues over which men 
may legitimately differ. At the A.F. of L. con- 
vention in Cincinnati, Charles J. MacGowan, 
president of the Boilermakers, came out in 
favor of permitting the federal government to 
safeguard the nation from countrywide indus- 
trial stoppages. ‘The labor movement of this 
country,” said Mr. MacGowan, “cannot and 
dare not, unless it is seeking self-destruction, 
undertake to paralyze great portions of the 
entire nation.” But the average labor leader 
resents the imputation that labor itself is un- 
fitted to judge the effect on the public welfare 
of a strike. A labor leader like Britip Murray 
points to the nonstrike record of the war years 
in steel and says pridefully, “We do not strike 
against the general welfare.” What Mr. Mur- 
ray does not like is the chance that manage- 
ment, in collusion with government, may be in 
a position to define “health” and “welfare” to 
suit itself in a period when labor is vulnerable. 


This is looking at future possibilities through 
the large end of the telescope. Peering through 
the smaller end, the labor Teeter sees more or 
less the same thing. The Taft-Hartley Act pro- 
hibits sympathetic strikes. But what if a struck 
shop employing A.F. of L. machinists were to 
subcontract its work to other shops employing 
A.F. of L, workers? Under the Wagner Act a 
union faced with such “runaway” tactics could 
call strikes in the plants which had taken over 
the subcontracted work, But under the Taft- 
Hartley law this would be impossible. Thus 
the justified resentment of people against the 
secondary boycott could be perverted into a 
union-busting implement. 


Losing the Vote 


Again, under the Wagner Act, when you went 
on strike you continued to have a Labor Rela- 
tions Board election vote in your union even 
after you had been replaced on your job by a 
strikebreaker. But now when a man is “perma- 
nently” replaced, he loses his vote. In a loose 
labor market the loss of the vote might be dis- 
astrous. An entire union local might be “per- 
manently” replaced by nonunion men—and 
the Tocal would thus lose any right to vote on 
its own fate. , 

Since long-term fears are somewhat intangi- 
ble, neither the A.F. of L. nor the C.1.0. has 
been able to sum up the case against the Taft- 
Hartley Act in coherent, concrete images. La- 
bor merely has a hunch that the Taft-Hartley 
gimmicks can be used as nooses, But a hunch, 
while it doesn’t make for intellectually re- 
spectable news statements, can nevertheless 
be used as a powerful prod to legislation. A 
mandate is a mandate, whether it can be set 
forth in concrete images or not. 

Our own feeling in this matter is that man- 
agement and labor, having both come of age 
since the middle of the hectic 1930s, can be 
expected to get along together with a mini- 
mum of coercive legislation. But while Lire 
holds no brief for certain compulsory aspects 
of the Taft-Hartley law, it would be equally 
aaunst a return to some of the more inequita- 
ble provisions of the Wagner Act, which applies 
coercion in a different way to a different end. 
What we would like to see is a general move- 
ment toward a maximum of Platter coop- 
eration as the binding social principle; there 
has been too much dependence on government 
intervention by all the recent Congresses, from 
the 73rd on to—and including—the 80th,

Two lovely Moslem queens lose their thrones 
for having too many daughters and no sons 


The two prettiest queens in the business of royal government lost 
their thrones last week. Egypt's King Farouk formally divorced Queen 
Farida (right) and at the same time announced that Iran’s shah had 
terminated his marriage to the Empress Fawzia (above). ‘The king did 
not list either his own or the shah’s specific complaints, but everybody 
knew the main source of trouble. Unlike Britain’s Elizabeth, the two 
queens had failed to produce male heirs, and in Moslem countries only 
4 male may succeed to the throne. 

Neither divorce came as a very great surprise to old Cairo hands. 
Farouk, who married Sasi Naz Zulficar in 1938 after a two-year ro- 
mance and promptly changed her name to Farida (meaning “peer- 
less”), had been estranged from his queen since the birth of their third 
daughter in 1943, Fawzia, who is King Farouk’s sister, left the shah, 
Mohammed Riza Pahlevi, and their daughter Shahinaz three years 
ago. Since the separation she has lived in her brother's palace in Cairo. 

What prompted last week's decisive action, after the long stalemate, 
was not entirely clear, although there were rumors of other romances 
in the lives of both Farouk and the shah. One thing seemed certain: 
the ex-queens, beautiful as ever, would have little difficulty in mak- 
ingnew and advantageous—if not necessarily royal—second marriages.

Like Guy Kibbee, Walter Brennan, Gene L 
hart, Sam Hinds (next page) and scores of othe 
Edgar Kennedy was a veteran in the profitable, 
regular, unpublicized business of character acting. 
He liked his work, felt no compulsion to change to 
something “bigger.”

But people 
would hardly expect to see me out of character.”? 

Kennedy, an ex-prizefighter who once stayed 
14 rounds with Dempsey, was persuaded by Mack

pies and Keystone Cops. An accomplished si 
stealer, he appeared in movies (like Three Men on 
a Horse, A Star is Born, Anchors Aweigh) for 37 
years, 18 of them in the famous two-reel “Average 
Man” comedies. But from now on moviegoers will 
ea good slow burn only at revivals. This month, 
after 500 films, Edgar Kennedy, 58 years old, was 
dead, ironically only a day and a half before an old- 
timers’ testimonial dinner scheduled in his honor.

FOUR DRUGS FROM MOLDS CURE MANY DISEASES 


NEW DRUG FOUND 
IN COMMON SOIL 


It is the first quick cure for typhus 


In a bit of common soil taken from a Venezue- 
lan field Yale scientists have found a new and 
spectacularly successful weapon for the battle of 
man vs. microbes. The discovery of the new drug, 
called Chloromycetin, came (as so many scientific 
achievements come) from pati 
and error rather than sudden insi 
cident. It was the payoff of a medical t 
hunt in which Yale Botanist P. R, Burkholder ex- 
amined earth from nearly every country in the 
world (right) to find new germ-killing molds. 

Out of 20,000 molds cultured from 6,000 sam- 
ples of soil and tested against the germs of viru- 
lent diseases, only a few showed any effect. One 
of these produced the drug Chloromycetin. Puri- 
fied and tested by Parke, Davis & Co., it proved po- 
tent enough to cure lethal scrub typhus in labora- 
tory mice. The drug’s effectiveness on humans 
was demonstrated when typhus flared up several 
months ago in Malaya, Army doctors, using their 
new-found cure, saved every patient they treated. 
Even more important, they accidentally treated, 
and cured, two cases of typhoid fever—a disease 
no other drug had cured before. 

How many diseases will eventually fall before 
Chloromycetin is not yet known. More tests may 
well reveal more cures. But though the drug’s po- 
tentialities are still being carefully explored its 
commercial production is being hastened. By next 
spring Chloromycetin will be in the hands of fam- 
ily doctors to give them their first effective weap- 
on against some of the worst of human diseases. 


SOIL SAMPLES from all over the world are 
Botanist Burkholder in Osborn Memorial Laboratories 
of Yale University. Each sample is mixed with a nutri- 
ent substance which permits mold spores in it to grow. 


After the minute plants have developed, each species 
present in that particular soil is transplanted to a sepa- 
rate glass tube and grown as a pure culture. The pure 
strains are then tested against living germs (next page).

Old friends from Senate make a happy new team 


The big, wide smiles shown on the opposite page symbolize some- 
thing new in recent U.S. political history. Few presidents have been 
very chummy with their vice presidents, Roosevelt got rid of Gar- 
ner after two terms, was no intimate friend of Wallace and accepted 
Truman as a compromise. But President Harry Truman and Vice 
President-elect Alben Barkley have been fast friends from the time 
they were both senators and members of a “ham and eggs club” which 
met weekly to swap stories. They seem to like the same kind of amuse- 
ments, the same kind of kidding, the same Midwest jokes. This has 
been most evident since the election, especially during the vacation at 
Key West, Fla., where the old friends cavorted about together (Lire, 
22) and kidded everyone in sight. When reporters asked the 
ident if he would make news over the weekend, he replied, "I'll go 
to bed at noon Saturday and won't get up until Monday morning.” 
When they turned to Barkley for anything newsworthy he could of- 
fer, he replied in the same vein: “I’m not talking about anything ex- 
cept the blueness of the water and the hotness of the sun.” 

This display of happy geniality contrasts with some of the aggressive, 
dead serious speeches made by the Presidentin the heat of the campaign. 
But Alben Barkley of Paducah, Ky., who seldom lost his amiable air 
even during the trying years when he had to lead a divided Democratic 
party in the Senate, carried on with easy conviviality all through his 
arduous electioneering tour. He always seemed relaxed and prepared 
for anything. When addressing an audience he was constantly re- 
minded of a fellow he had heard about. “This fellow,” he would 
confide to the crowd, “had two promising young sons, but an awful 
thing happened. One of those sons went to sea and the other got 
elected vice president. He never heard of either one of them again.” 

Barkley’s friendly, drawling humor was a highly useful vote-getting 
device. He got votes from the farmers when he told a rural audience 
about a farmer he had just been talking with. “This fellow told me,” 
he said, “that he was living better under Hoover than he is now. 
Seems he had more than one chicken for every pot then; he couldn't 
sell them so he ate them. Now he doesn’t have as many chickens per 
pot because he’s sold them all.” Although in this story, he evoked the 
name of the last Republican to be president, Barkley almost never 
mentioned by name the man who was trying to be the next Republican

president. Once, however, he relaxed and used the name, largely to 
get away with an egregious pun. Addressing a group of people in the 
rain in Dover, Del., he announced that he would cut his speech 
short. I don’t want you to get wet,” he explained, ‘In fact, I don’t 
even want you to get dewey.” 

During the campaign Barkley was beset with misfortunes, which 
would make it hard for almost anyone else to keep his sense of humor. 
Before one speech he lost his glasses and had to address a crowd he 
could hardly see. On another occasion he fell downstairs in the dark 
and wrenched his knee. Ata fair in Illinois one of two steers, masquer- 
ading as a pair of 19th Century oxen, almost ate his straw hat. Then, 
during a plane flight, he caught cold. “The man who sat behind me 
had his air intake pointed right at me and it blew on the top of my 
head all night so I caught cold.” He made the rest of that trip by car, 
carrying a thermos of water which he used periodically to wash down 
some cold pills a druggist had recommended to him. 

Still, out of his long years as a popular speechmaker, he could find a 
joke for any occasion. When a group of men seemed to call for a story 
with just a touch of salt in it, he gave them the one about the fellow 
who “came into a bar to get another drink, but he couldn’t recall the 
name of it. He told the bartender that all he could remember about the 
drink was that it was ‘tall, cold and full of gin.’ At that point a man 
leaning on the bar turned on him and snarled, ‘Sir, you are speaking of 
the woman I love.’” 

When family groups were predominant in his audience, Barkley used 
the old stand-by, a mother-in-law joke: “This fellow’s wife had died 
and somehow there was a shortage of cars at the funeral. The under- 
taker asked the husband of the woman who had died if he would mind 
riding to the funeral in the same car with his mother-in-law. So the 
fellow answered, ‘Well, all right, but it'll ruin my whole day,’” 

Barkley’s mood since the election seems unchanged. Because he is 
a widower women reporters were quick to ask who would be his offi- 
cial hostess. Barkley’s reply was that he hadn’t decided, but he could 
not resist adding impishly, “There have been several applicants.” 
‘When someone reminded him that the Republicans had been talking 
about a big new home for the vice president, Barkley delivered him- 
self of the observation that “If they build a $2,500,000 house for the 
vice president, nobody will want to run for president.” 

Although the Vice President-elect is 70, he seems to feel as full of 
energy as he did 35 years ago when he began his career in Washington 
as a congressman. After the election a reporter told him that President 
Truman's aides had said the President did not contemplate running 
for another term. Did Barkley plan to retire in 1952? Barkley hitched 
himself over in his chair and answered in true Barklean style. “Well,” 
he said, “that reminds me of when Tom Heflin went back to Alabama 
to see about running for something. When he got back to the Senate 
cloakroom his colleagues asked if he were going to run. Heflin replied, 
"You can’t resist the clamorment of the people.’”

The search for food grows more desperate as the winter goes 
on, as is shown in the paintings on these pages by Artist Ru- 
dolf Freund. Birds forage more eagerly under the tree bark, 
looking for the insects which have hidden away. When snow 
covers up the shrubs and grasses, rabbits and mice have to strip 
the tougher batk of the trees. And when the short days give 
small time for hunting, the mice and rabbits run even more fran- 
tic races to keep away from the ever hungrier foxes and weasels.

FAMILY TOMBSTONE PROUDLY IDENTIFIES THE DEAD MOBSTER AS “AL” 


CAPONE’S HEIRS HAVE BROUGHT HIS METHODS UP TO DATE 


ual students of Chicago history it may seem that the tombstone 
in the Capone family plot in Mt. Olivet Cemetery—marks the end 
of an era. This is untrue. The only real change since Capone's day is that his 
heirs have rejected his methods—which leaned toward the sawed-off shot- 
gun, the “ride”? and the black-powder bomb—as hopelessly old-fashioned, 
messy and for emergency use only. The survivors of that bloody era in 
cago have become more genteel with age, and the new crop of young racket- 
eers is much handier with an adding machine than with the submachine gun 
that once was called the “Chicago typewriter”—they shake down their vie- 
tims as politely as possible. Yet the rackets still persist and along with them 
the unholy alliance between criminal, cop and politician. Chicago is still one 
of the crookedest cities in the world. 

‘There may never again be a swashbuckler like Capone, the tough and scar- 
faced immigrant boy who was undisputed boss of Chicago by the time he was 
30, controlling a bandit gang which raked in $100 million a year from boot 


legging, gambling, prostitution and protection money. Capone lived off vio- 
lence; there is a legend that he once beat two men to death with a baseball bat 
because of the mere suspicion of a doublecross. In his era—roughly 1925 to 
1931—there were 418 gang killings in Chicago and he himself traveled through 
town in an armor-plated limousine that weighed seven tons. 

rviving lieutenants of the Capone mob (pp. 96,97) are much smooth- 
er and hibitionistic operators. They hire the best accountants, lawyers 
and tax experts to keep their records straigk 
much money that they have even begun to im 
elegant way the mobsters live shows that in Chicago the rake-off from book- 
making, the policy game, juke boxes and the racket-ridden unions is as high 
as ever. The mobsters still have their friends in high places—in politics and 
the police department. Anybody who tries to clean up the city—as Mayor 
Martin H. Kennelly is now trying to do (pp. 100, 101)—faces an almost in- 
surmountable opponent in the vested interests of graft and in public apathy.

One thing themobsters have learned i ike Chicago—fond of 
booze, honky-tonks and gambling—there is plenty of easy money to go around. 
It is almost as cheap to cut a rival in as to murder him, and it is also much less 
dangerous. In one way the old Capone gangsters shown below have become Chi 
cago’s most upright © unplay. Some of the gan 
sters, indeed, now have put their money into bu: enterprises which are 
open and aboveboard (left). 

Chicagoans like to talk about ‘The Syndicate” as if there were one big gang 
controlling the underworld and suppressing all rivals. They accept itand take for 
granted that it fixes everything, from the price of beer to local sporting events. 
Yet there is not really a syndicate—the mobsters operate pretty much on their 
own hook and leave each other strictly alone. In the old days their biggest 
source of income was bootlegging—Capone’s brewery ran full blast all through 
Prohibition.

A secret agent tells how he skippered a ghost ship, blew up airplanes 
under the noses of their guards and escaped death in a Spanish prison

“Orsborne,” a British admiral once said to the 
author of this article, “you should haye lived 300 
years ago.”” The admiral was right: George Black 
(Dod) Orsborne, a salty, red-bearded Scots- 
man of 44, would have been perfectly 
among Queen Elizabeth's seagoing » 
lers. At 14 he ran away from home and joined the 
British navy in World War I; at 21 he was a cap- 
tain of his own merchant ship. He has been a rum~ 
runner, a whaler in the Arctic, a pearl prospector 
in Patagonia, a big-game hunter in In 
plorer in the South American jungles. In 1936 he 
‘crossed the Atlantic in a small fishing boat, cov- 


ering most of the distance with makeshift 
patehed together from clothing and cushion cov- 
ers. In World War II he was a parachutist, the 
commander of a corvette in the North Atlantic 
Patrol, a commando beachmaster at Salerno, 
Normandy and in Burma. 

In “The Secret Adventures of Laundrymark 
45” Orsborne describes one of the most adven- 
turous periods of his life, and incidentally re~ 
yeals a hitherto unpublicized chapter in prewar 
European affairs. In 1935, when Mussolini was 
preparing to attack Abyssinia and Franco was 
setting up, with German and Italian aid, a rebel~ 


lion against the republican government of Spain, 
Orsborne becam| undercover agent for Brit- 
ish naval intelligence. His job was to act as 9 se- 
cret courier in the Mediterranean for documents 
stolen in the usual course of

She was a 75-foot fishing boat with a diesel engine, but she was con- 
structed so that her appearance could be changed radically whenever neces- 
sary.

nia by Mussolini and also wanted to prevent Mussolini from 
aiding Franco, who was then planning the revolt in Spain, My first 
voyage took me from Gibraltar to Italy, where I exchanged laun- 
drymarks with an Italian in the back room of a ship chandler’s shop 
in Genoa. He gave me some blueprints and coded messages and 
told me to hurry south to Naples where another agent had an ur- 
gent message to be delivered in Gibraltar. 

The chief in Gibraltar had added to our crew a young Frenchman 
to act as our skipper in French and Italian ports. I did not question 
him about his past, but he was obviously an experienced and skilled 
secret agent. We went down the Italian coast and fished in the Gulf 
of Salerno. With our hold full of the catch we put into Pozzuoli, a 
fishing town 5 miles from Naples. The customs officers were sus- 
picious at first. We were posing as French, showing a registration 
from St. Raphaél. Our Frenchman was very convincing. 

The next night I went into Naples alone to contact our agent, 
whom I knew only as the manager of a certain hotel there. He was 
a short and yery fat man who lectured me about my nervousness. 
I stayed at the hotel that night. In the morning the fat man gave 
me an ényelope for our agent in Gibraltar and sent me back to the 
boat in a delivery van. Spud was none too happy when I announced 
that we were departing immediately. He had made progress with a 
signorina the previous night and he had been looking foward to 
making more. As we started to move out, two harbor officials ran 
along the pier shouting at us. The Frenchman shouted back at 
them. “You forgot the harbor dues and clearance papers,” he ex- 
plained, “but I said you were only going out for an hour to test 
the engine.” 


From “Mon Amour” to ‘‘Morning Star’ 


HEN we were out of sight of land, we raised the sails and 

painted the white hull black. After dark we lowered the masts 
and opened up all the power she had. On July 2 we arrived in Gi- 
braltar under the name of Morning Star. 

During July we left Gibraltar with 16 extra crew members. They 
were British agents. We landed them, one by one, in Spain, the 
Balearic Islands, Morocco, Algeria and Libya. In August we set out 
along the North African) coast disguised as the Leonora, a British 
fishing boat bound for Pért Said to fish for the British naval vessels 
there. Actually we were aiming for the Italian colony of Libya. We 
had heard that at the little town of Zuara on the Li byan coast, 70 
miles west of Tripoli, there were 200 planes in crates, waiting to 
be assembled and flown by Italians and Germans to Morocco where 
they were to be given to Franco. Aboard our boat were 15 sticks of 
high explosives that could be used to prevent their departure. 

“We faked a breakdown off Zuara and drifted in until I haileda 
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native boat and persuaded it to pull us to the breakwater, where we 
anchored. Two Italian officials came aboard. I gave them the story 
about being a British fishing boat en route to Port Said and showed 
them two bearings which were faulty. (We always kept these bear- 
ings available for display when we wanted to fake a breakdown.) 
They offered to bring me to a merchant who would send the bear- 
ings to Tripoli for repairs, which would take a few days. I gave them 
cigarets and British pound notes. They accepted them readily. One 
of the officials was the chief of police. He offered me the freedom 
of the town—a collection of huts with a military barracks and one 
wineshop, surrounded by the desert. He arranged for me to be es- 
corted by a policeman back to the boat at 10 o'clock each night so 
that I would not be molested. 

After three evenings in the barracks and the wineshop, I noticed 
that three trucks loaded with Italian workmen drove in from the 
desert regularly at dusk and unloaded at the barracks. A few dis- 
creet inquiries revealed that the men worked at some warehouses 
in the desert, 2 miles outside the town. Obviously that was where 
the planes were being assembled. 

On the fourth evening I allowed myself to be escorted back to 
the boat as usual after the wineshop closed. I planned to do the 
job alone so I waited until my crew was asleep before I took out 
the sticks of explosive. They were soft and pliable and I kneaded 
them together, five at a time, into three large lumps like dough. 
I did not want a revolver; it would be too noisy. I cut 2 feet from 
a broom handle, hollowed it and filled it with lead. It was heav 
enough to stop a bull. I stripped off my shirt and covered myse 
with a mixture of oil and soot from the galley stove. Around my 
waist I wrapped 30 feet of slow-burning fuse and tenderly placed 
three detonator caps wrapped in velvet into three different pockets. 
Then, after draping myself in a blanket so that I would look like 
an Arab, I went ashore. 

The town of Zuara was asleep. I trotted through the desert to- 
ward the aircraft assembly plant. When I finally saw its buildings 
in the moonlight I began to tremble with excitement. The plant 
surrounded by barbed wire. As I knelt by the wire I heard 
. Then I saw the outline of two sentries with rifles slung over 
wled farther away from them and unwound 
the fuse from my waist. It was in three sections, each one 10 feet 
long. Using my teeth, I fastened a detonator cap to each strip 
of fuse and buried the detonator caps in the three lumps of explo- 
sive.

Consequently I could not work in the 
Mediterranean for the next few months,

We sat in his office and sipped fruit juice 
while we talked. He was very British, very precise, very calm. His 
duties as head of the exporting firm kept him busy.

Unable 
to admit their undercover work, they told British they had run off with the 
boat to South America. In England they both served prison terms for theft. 
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The boat was tied up and a Maltese watchman hired to keep an 

eye on her. The lads moved into a boarding house ashore. I went 

rd the Greek steamer as a salesman for a Scotch whisky firm, 

my beard trimmed to a Vandyke and wearing a collar and necktie 

for the first time since I had left England, The agent in Naples, my 
old friend the fat hotel manager, was delighted to see me. 

“Ah, my good man,” he said. “This time you enter my hotel 
through the front door as I advised you to do. This is better, much 
better.” 

Two weeks later I returned to Malta carrying copies of docu- 
ments in the secret files of the German embassy in Rome. We 
fueled and stored the boat and left at daybreak the morning after 
I arrived, reaching Gibraltar without incident. The chief in 
Gibraltar was not keen to have me on his hands. I was too well 
known by Juan March to be of much value to him that close to 
Spain and Morocco. He suggested that we return to England for a 
rest. 

We headed north on the Atlantic, but when we neared Cape 
Finisterre on the northwest tip of Spain, we began to run short of 
fuel. I decided to refuel at Corcubion, a small town on the south 
shore of the cape. I felt sure that my identity would not be known 
there. 

I was wrong. ‘The Spanish officials in Corcubion were suspicious 
of us from the moment we landed. Two of them came aboard with 
six policemen and demanded our ship's papers. I told them I was 
a British fisherman, that I had come there across the Bay of Bis- 
cay from England and that I was planning to go straight back to 
England as soon as I refueled. They asked many questions. At last 
they motioned for me to go ashore with them. I thought they 
were showing me where I could buy fuel and I told the lads to 
remain aboard the boat. I walked to the center of town with the 
officials and the policemen. Instead of selling me fuel they put me 
in jail. 


Held in Spain 


‘T was a terrible jail. After I waited for two hours I was visited 

by a Spaniard in a gold-braided uniform that would have made 
Hermann Goring envious. He introduced himself as Count Re- 
gardo and he was evidently the big power in that part of the 
country. 

“It’s nice weather we're having, El Capitdn Solitario,* he said. 

I pretended not to know what he meant. 

“T am a British fisherman,” I si 

“Yes, I know,” he said. “That's what you told the Italians before 
you destroyed those planes in Libya.” 

“T've never been in Libya.” 

“You've never been in the Mediterranean?” 

“Never.” 

I saw that I was in a bad spot. Although he was the Repub- 
lic’s military commander in that district, Regardo was evidently a 
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Franco sympathizer, like most of the Spanish military officers. He 
would be more anxious to please Juan March and the other Franco- 
ists than his own government. He asked me if I owned the boat. I 
told him I was only the skipper and offered to go back to the boat 
with him and show him its papers. He took me from the jail and 
marched me to the dock, again with a police escort.

The men knew enough navigation to 
get the boat back to England. I shook hands with them and thanked 
them for everything.

I still main- 
tained, however, that I was a fishe and that I had never heard 
Capitaine Solitaire or El Capitai Solitario,

office of the jail with the aged jailer dozing in a chair beside my bed. 
I wondered why they were being so kind. 1 I noticed that the 
door was being left wide open. It was a trap. They wanted me to 
make a run for the door. Then the guards outside could shoot me. 
If I was innocent, their hands would be clean. If I really was Le 
Capitaine Solitaire, they would be congratulated.

HE next night I was again allowed to sleep in the office beside

I drank some wine and gave some to the old jailer. [ also spilled a 
lot of it down the front of my thick turtle-neck sweater. Soon the 
mpty. I went back to the doorway and whispered to the 
guards, The two heads appeared. I handed over the jug and more 
money and whispered, “Mucho vino blanco. 

One of them took the jug and the money. I listened to his depart- 
ing footsteps. Then I whispered to the other guard. When his head 
appeared in the doorway, I kicked at it. My toe landed squarely on 
his Adam’s apple. 

As Iran over him my feet tripped on his rifle and I fell down the 
steps of the jail and rolled into the street. I picked myself up and 
started to run. 

I ran away from the town and then I turned off the road and into 
a field. I could hear the old jailer’s voice shouting hoarsely. 

I hurried across the fields in the darkness, stumbling now and 
then over a rock or the roots of a tree. I came into a meadow where 
I saw the lights of a small village. I circled the village, keeping 
away from the roads. At daybreak I came out of the fields at a cross- 
roads where a signpost pointed the way north to La Coruiia.

TheNew Englanders shownhere, likeDean Wash- 
burn on page 129, are descended from Elder William 
Brewster, the most respected of the Pilgrims. Brew- 
ster was a signer of the Mayflower Compact (above), 
which the Pilgrims’ descendants like to call the first 
written constitution in America, Governor Brad- 
ford wrote of theelder thathe borehis “burthenwith 
ye rest, living many times without bread, or corne, 
many months together, having many times nothing 
but fish, and often wanting that also 
remained always “of avery cherfull spirite, very so- 
ciable & pleasante amongst his friends.”
